That the crossing of loose cattle, such as horses, oxen, 
sheep &c., is attended with much risk, unless the proprietor of the 
ferry isputto considerable expense in fitting up boats for that par- 
ticular branch of ferriage; and as most of the loose cattle may be 
made to swim the river, I consider that those persons who wish to 
cross their horses, mules, oxen, or cows on the boats, should pay 
50 cents each; and cach cheep, goat or swine, should be charged 
25 cents each. 

Qndly. Tne owner of the ferry should pay ‘ten per cent of the 
proceeds” arising from the privilege of this charter, and not ten 
per cent of the profits or gain, as is now the consideration in the 
pul before me. 

3rdiy. I consider it quite sufficient that the ferry master should 
establish ferries at the two most convenient and safe places of cros- 
sing said river, and not compel him to establish ferries ‘‘at all the 
usual places,” as is the case in the present bill.

This act is in relation to the Ter- 
ritory of Wisconsin; but the 2nd section applies to all the Terri- 
tories, and that part of it, which relates to the present subject is 
as follows: i 

“In the adjustment of said accounts, no charge for the services 
of a greater number of officers and aitendants shall be allowed 
than for one Secretary, and assistant Secretary or clerk; one Ser- 
geant-at-arms, or Door- keeper; one Messenger, and one Foreman 
jor each House of the Legislature, to neither of whom shall a 
greater compensation than three dollars per day be paid.” 

This is very explicit, and under it I feel authorized to pay only 
for the services of five officers, to wit: 

ist. Two for keeping a record of the proceedings &c., and called 
Secretary and assistant Secretary. 

2nd. One to act as Sergeant-at-arms and Door-keeper, whether 
called by the one name or the other.

The Assembly was called to order by the President of the Coun- 
cil. 

The committee of both Houses arrived, escorting His Excellency 
the Governer, who was received by the members rising to their 
feet, and was conducted to the stand by the President of the Coun- 
cil, and the Speaker of the House. 

Mr. Secretary Ferris appeared, and was escorted to the stand, 
and seated on the left of the Governor, the President of the Coun- 
cil being seated on his right. 

The Hon. Z. Snow, associate Judge; Seth M. Blair Esq., U. S. 
Prosecuting Attorney; J. L. Heywood Esq., U. S. Marshal, and 
Elias Smith Esq., Chairman of the Code Commission, also appear- 
ed, and were seated within the bar. 
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The Governor then presented his message to the Legislative 
Assembly, which was read from the stand by the Chief Clerk, as 
follows: 

To the Members of the Council, 
and House of Reprèsentatives of the Legislature of Utah: 
(GENTLEMEN: — 

Through the manifold blessings of an indulgent God, 
we are met, to avain consider of the public interest; and to adopt 
such rules, regulations, and measures, as shall best subserve the 
welfare of the people, and promote the weak of the rising State. 

Our most profound acknowledgements are due, to the Girer of 
all good, who hath enused the earth to bring forth in its strength, 
the grain, and the rich fruits thereof; and crowned the efforts of 
the passing year, with an abundant harvest. 

We are cheered by the glad sounds of peace and Prone ity, which 
reach us, from all parts of the Territory. 

No sound of war has awakened the lonely dell, nor disturbed the 
unbroken quiet of the peaceful sctlements; indicating a peaceful 
disposition on the part of aur tawny reigùbors, hitherto unknown. 

Many hostile bands of the native tribes, have smoked the pipe 
of peace, and renewed fricndly relations, which long before hac 
ceased to exis’; which the exercise of a genial influence, by the 

rapidly extending settlements of the w hites, it is beheved, may be 
strengthened, and it is hoped, will be enduring. 

In accordance with the law of last session, authorizing a Code 
Commission, I appointed, with the approval of the Council, Elias 
Smith, Wm. Pickett, and Albert Carrington, Esqrs., to fll said 
commission; but nothing was done until after the adjournment of 
the Legislature, when Wm. Pickett, leaving the Territory, created 
a vacancy, which was filled by the appointment of William Snow, 
Esq. Of their doings I am not advised, but understand that they 
are at work, and probably, will, ere long make a report to the Leg- 
islative Assembly. 

-I am sanguine in the belief, that the Commission is better cal- 
culated to pr roduce a consistent, and practicable code of laws, with 
less expense, than any Legislative Assembly could, without its 
aid; many of whom, though intimately acquainted with the wishes 
of the people, and possessed with every requisite qualification for 
legislators, are not wel] versed in the practice of courts of law and 


chancery; ‘the settlements of estates of decedents: ; arrangement of 


-a criminal, or civil code, and many other thines, which form the 


rules of good, and wise government, and are essential to the peace 
and good order of society. A proper consideration in the forma- 
tion of laws, is calculated to prevent litigation. Laws suitable to 
the situation and circumstances of the people, who are to be affe 
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ted by them, and for the uniform rule of practice, and decision of 
the courts throughout the Territory, are desirable, and necessary, 
It should moreover be the aim of the law-making department, 
to study, simplicity in their enactments, that every person may ap- 

roach the Temple of Justice, either in his own defence, or to ob- 
tain that justice, which should without unnecessary delay, be im- 
partially administered to all; whether rich cr poor, bond or free, 
black or white. Let every man if he chooses, be his own lawyer? 
and never invest your courts with mists or fogs, or mirage if you 
please, of by-gone ages; as we find to be too irequently the case, 
as though there had been made’ no,advancement in the science of 
law. as well as the other learned professions. 

Under the present enactments, so far as I can learn, where the 
have been understood, their administration has been attended with 
the happiest results. ' 

Owing to there being no funds in the Treasury to defray the ex- 
pense of preparing and publishing the Laws, that important duty, 
as well as the distribution of them, to the various officers of the 
Territory, was unavoidably delayed until a late day. To this 
cause may in part be attributed, the delay of the reports of many 
of the officers, entrusted with the collection of the public funds; 
but few of whom as yet have made any report. as also delay of 
various duties devolved upon the State Commissioner, who is now 
absent, engaged in their performance. But little can be.said as 
yet, in relation to the pectiniary affairs of the Territory; yet suffi- 
cient is known to warrant the belief, that the present assessment, 
when collected, will pay all existing indebtedness. Presuming up- 
on this favorable state of things, I have directed the erection of a 
bridge across the Sevier river, which, I understand is now com- 
pleted, and the expense of which, I feel assured will be promptly 
met by the necessary appropriation, upon the report of the State 
Commissioner. 

I would recommend that a similar improvement be made across 
Green and Bear rivers, and that the necessary measures for their 
erection be completed at an early day; as the winter, and early 
spring months, while the water is at its low stage, furnishes the 
only suitable opportunity. 

Domestic manufactures, I am happy to state, are in a flourishing 
condition; considerable quantities of leather and crockery having 
found their way into market, and a large amount: of clothing has 
been made, principally by the hands of the-‘‘yood housewife,” who 
thereby adds dignity to her station, and reflects credit and honor 
upon her household. Specimens of Iron have also been forward- 
ed from the Works in Iron county, which, for-the first run, wes 
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exceedingly flattering. It separates well, but owing to Sulphur 
in the coal, not being sufficiently extracted, was thereby injured; 
but a little experience in combining material, and continued effort, 
it is believed, will soon produce that article in great abundance, 
and of good quality. A liberal hand should be extended unto the 
enterprising men who have nobly devoted their time, under cir- 
cumstances of penury and want, in producing an article of somuch 
moment as Iron, to the urgent necessities, and future wealth of the 
Territory. It will soon pay its own way, and become a source of 
profit to the producers; but until returns can be received, the en- 
terprise exhausts the means of operators, and they should be re- 
lieved by the public funds. 

It is to be regretted, that the operator in the Woollen Factory, 
Mr. Gaunt, declined the appropriation of two thousand dollars, 
made to further the enterprise; the terms in his, estimation being 
too stringent; he has however, with that indomitable energy, 
which so strongly. characterizes the man, progressed in the work. 
slowly itis true; but he is now weaving, and by another year, will 
be enabled to do an extensive business. 

I am also happy to announce the arrival in our Territory, of the 
machinery for the manufacture of Sugar, from the Beet. ‘The ma- 
chinery, and operators, who have been accustomed to the manu- 
facture of that article from the beet, have come together from the 
‘Old World,’ and being under the direction of energetic, enterpris- 
ing, and able men, will doubtless soon furnish an abundant supply 
of that article, for the wants of the people. 

The work on the Cottonwood Canal, is progressing rapidly at 
present, and will most probably soon be completed. 

A contract has also been made, to finish the excavation around 
the point of the Utah mountain, which will involve an additional 
appropriation. Various privileges of bridges, roads, and fer- 
ries, were granted to individuals by the last Legislature. ‘During 
the height of the emigration, some few complaints:were made of 
the abuse of the privileges so granted; but the courts, when ap- 
pealed to, usually settled all such complaints in a summary man- 
ner; and so far as I could learn, giving general satisfaction. Those 
privileges are generally a source of much profit to- the grantees, 
and I will here suggest the propriety of turning them to some ac- 
count, by the way of permanent improvements, either by devoting 


__ the per centum arising therefrom, to assist the emigrating funds, 
erecting public buildings; or impose upon the grantees, the duty’ 


of erecting good substantial bridges across the various streams.— 
All such grants should be guarded in their provisions, so that a 
traveler may not be imposed upon, nur yet be permitted to impose 
upon a small company, who ofttimes at a distance from any settle- 
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ment, afford that accommodation, which the complaining emigrant 
would not be without, for double the compensation required. 

The public buildings at Filimore city, are slowly progressing in 
the hands of the superintendent of public works. The foundation 
for the south wing is nearly up; but mechanical labor for the pre- 
sent, and for the winter is suspended. Although the present exi- 
gency for those buildings, has been obviated by the purchase of 
the Council House in this city, which was made by the Legislature 
of last winter, and at present accommodates the public officers, 
and people as well, and perhaps better, than any other place; yet 
it is desirable to accomplish the work at Fillmore, to meet the wish- 
es and convenience of the people, who expect a fair division of 
time and travel, by concentrating public business, at a more cen- 
tral point. That Fillmore City is destined to become that point in 
population, as well as geographically, the direction which the al- 
most entire emigration of the present season has taken, abundantly 
proves. 

The University works, so far as building and making improve- 
ments upon the grounds selected for their operations are concerned. 
are suspended for the want of funds. Thus, while every interest 
pertaining to the public welfare, is rapidly progressing, it would 
seem that that of education, the most important of all, is measura- 
bly neglected; yet this is not in reality so much the case, as ap- 
parently would appear; in nearly all the different districts, good 
school houses, are, or being erected, and great attention is being 

| paid to common schools. There are also many select schools, in 
which are taught the languages, and various accomplishments of 
music &c. A mathematical school is mach needed, and itis most 
sincerely hoped, that such a course will be adopted in relation to 
it, that one will be established upon a permanent basis. I cannot 
too earnestly recommend to your favorable consideration, this sub- 
ject; fraught as itis, with the deepest interest to the well being of 
the rising generation, which will ere leng be our representatives 
upon the earth. 

The military, under’ the provisions of the law of the last Legis- 
lature, have an efficient organization, numbering over two thousand, 
and are generally well furnished with ammunition and arms. It 
has been somewhat difficult, to induce men to retain a requisite 
amount of powder on hand, for such emergencies as might occur 
in a wild, Indian country, owing to the scarcity and consequent 
advanced price; yet upon a rigid inspection of the forces by the 
Adjutant General. a sufficiency was found, which, in addition to: 
the amount in military store, will, if retained on hand, prove suf- 
ficient for any exigency that will be likely to arise. The manufac- 
ture of powder would be a salutary measure, if by encouragement 
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by the Legislature it could-be accomplished in the Territory, as the 
Indian trade in that article, is becoming extensive, causing a cor- 
responding advance in the price. 

Every species of domestic manufacture, should meet with the 
most liberal encouragement from the Legislature. Itis gratifying 
to witness the exertions and success of the people thus far, in sup- 
plying their own wants, and the consequent independence which it 
is gradually, but surely inspiring in their bosoms; but much re- 
mains to be done. Unquestionably, in a sparsely peopled country, 
settled by those persons, who, having exhausted all their means 
in accomplishing their journey to the Territory, manufactures must 
spring up in the domicil of the citizen; the spinning-wheel, and the 
hand-loom, must discourse their parlor music, and chant melodies 
at the fire side of the thrifty artizan. A thousand miles land trans- 
portation, will long afford protection and encouragement for such 
productions. The Territory is fast filling up with the requisite 
material, and a growing disposition on the part of the people, to 
furnish their own supplies—to rely upon their own exertions, and 
home productions for home consumption, will surely result in am- 
pie resources of wealth and independence to the people, and add 
dignity and influente to the State. The read to affluence, is not 
pursued by any surer method, than by a well directed industry and 

yerseverance. Labor is wealth, and supplies the world with luxur- 

ics, comforts, and necessaries, which gold could never purchase. 
The former is productive of wealth, but the latter impoverishes. 
In the poverty of the State, but little if any direct assistance can bé 
granted; but associations of labor and capital, may be sanctioned 
by law, and greatly tend to inspire enterprise. 

I do therefore most earnestly desire, that you will lend your aid, 
influence, and power, to promote the cause of home manufactures. 
It will also have a tendency to classify labor, and create a market 
for the products of the soil. In this connection itis proper to re- 
mark, that so far as extensive machinery, and internal improve- 
ments are concerned, such as factories, steam enginery, rail roads, 
&e., all depends upon the development of the resources of the 
Territory, and mainly in producing fron. The folly of depending 
upon procuring machinery from without the Territory is manifest: 
although it might answer to commence business; yet when repairs 
are to be made, or accidents by breakage, or otherwise, are to be 
remedied, it would be suicidal to any enterprise, to be obliged to 
suspend operations, until such remedy could be procured from the 
eastern manufaetories. It therefore becomes necessary, to manu- 
tacture machinery itself, in order to be able to construct machinery 
for all useful purposes. 

To any nation, the encouragement of the laboring classes is 
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‘aught with wisdom. To dig for the iren,—the copper,—the 
gold, and all precious things to beautify and adorn the earth, and 
to excel in workmanship, for the benefit and. use of mankind, that 

“hey may be comfortable and happy, and to draw forth the inven- 
tive genius of the intellectual faculties, in order that the earth, 
and her subsequent inhabitants, may be benefitted by the best ser- 
vices of her citizens during their temporary sojourn thereon, while 
passing the ordeal of life in-time, all conspire, not only to the 
welfare of society, in befitting the earth for its reception; but 
also in expanding the mind; inciting its energies; its enterprise; 
qualities it for an exalted existence, and contributes to the welfare, 
and happiness of human .beings. : ee 

I have dwelt more particularly upon this subject, feeling its im- 
portance, and knowing that it is fraught with an abiding interest to 
the welfare, growth, and prosperity of the Territory, and the con- 
sequent convenience, comfort, and advancement of the people. 

If all the people of the Territory, would dispense with every ar- 
ticle of manufactured goods, except such as were manufactured in 
their own families, until they could be produced by manufactories 
established among themselves within the Territory, even if it had 
to be done at the sacrifice of a few comforts in the first instance, 
and at the expense of raising a little less grain, or cultivating a few 
less acres of land, they would ia my opinion find their own inter- 
est materially advanced, and the circulating medium would soen 
find its home in the Territory, instead of travelmg-to eastern cities, 
to defray the expense of imported goods, 

_It well becomes those entrusted by the partiality of the people 
with public affairs, to advance by every possible means in their 
power, their interest, and promote by wise ard judicious legisla- 


tion, the well being of society. In all your deliberations, this ` 


subject should be kept in view; the general well being of society, 
and the advancement of her general interests. 

In many of the older States and Territories have been enacted 
laws and regulations, under which, they have flourished or declin- 
ed, and will serve as beacon lights, to guide the path of others 
who shall foilow, that they may shun their follies, and imitate 
wherein their acts are fraughtin wisdom. But peculiar as we are 
in many respects in society, and the formation of our settlements 
unlike any other State or Territory, situated in the midst of savage 
tribes, and surrounded on ali sides by a belt of hundreds of miles 
in width; which is only inhabited by them, and the scarcely wilder, 
or more ferocious beast of the forest; and moreover, being thrown 
entirely upon our own resources, for every encouragement for pub- 
lic improvement, you will find that in many instances, to make 
laws wee to the circumstances of the people, you will have to 
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pursue aw unbeaten track, and ‘bring forth from your own store 
ef wisdom, and intelligence, and the inspiration that may be with- 
in you, such measures as shal] subserve the best interest of thg 
people, whose representatives you are. 

Two and a half years ago, this Territory was organized by aet 
of Congress; since when, until within the last two months, but one 
of the non-resident officers has performed any service therein; 
and he, in common with the rest, owing te the inadequate salary, 
has been compelled to resort to other avocations than his office, to 
sustain himself and family. Itis an undeniable fact, that however 
small may be their compensation, yet itis ample for the services 
which the exercise of their office require; which owing to the 
peaceful disposition of the people, relieves them of many duties 
that otherwise might involve much of their time. I speak more 
particularly of the Judges, one of whom as yet, has performed the 
duties of that office in all the districts, and has had time to spare 
towards procuring a living by other means than his salary. . 

The law of last session, districting the Territory into Judicial 

— Districts, and assigning the Judges thereto, being made in accord- 

ance with peculiar circumstances then existing; owing to the arri- 

— val of one more of the Judges, should be made conformable to the 

“present exigency, requiring a division of the duties therein as- 

signed to the Hon. Z. Snow, who, by the provisions of that law, 

-was required to perform the duty ot holding courts in all the dis- 
tricts. 

The general effect of the laws, now in force in the Territory, so 
far as their influence has extended, has been genial, and salutary; 

— and it is believed, promoted the interest of the community; yet in 
their effect, and operation, many are defective, requiring revision; 
in particularizing the duties of officers and modes of procedure in 
assessing property, and collecting the reverue; as also in elections, 
and returns of the same; and of the accounting officers in general, 
they might very essentially be improved. Existing laws, which 
have proven generally satisfactory, and are applicable to the cir- 
cumstances of the people, should remain unmolested, as perman- 
ency in legislation, begets confidence in the bosoms of the people, 
in their acts; and the longer in practice being better understood: 
hence easier in their ‘enforcement and execution: the more prompt 
and energetic their execution, the better is the government. More. 

- peace and safety, equity and confidence may he reposed in a Gov- 
ernment, where the laws, though defective, are well known and 
promptly administered, than when by too frequent interruptions, 
and changing by the Legislature; neither the people, nor the offi- 
cers, fully understand them. Hence their often improper, and 
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tardy execution, and consequent derangement in~the quiet, and. 
good order, and too frequently prosperity of society. 

It is better to have no law, and so understood by the people, than 
one, no matter how wise in its provisions, yet to remain as a dead 
letter upon the statute book. : | 

Being a part of the grand confederacy which has so long em- 
bellished the National Galaxy, it is but natural that we should 
cast furtive glances into her internal pelicy, and public acts; al- 
though situated at so great a distance from her councils, which is 
the more formidable by no near approach by steam, which so 
nearly annihilate time and space, yet every American heart, can 
but sensibly feel the vibration of her pulse, determining the state. 
or condition of the body politic. 

Although absorbed as she has recently been, in President ma- 
king, the re-assembling of Congress, will, most probably re-unite 
old party issues, and party clamor, and party fights as usual, dis- 
pose of the people’s money, and the people’s rights! Humiliating 
indeed to every patriot heart, to every lover of peace and good or- 
der, is the reflection, that our country’s revenues appear to be a 
greater inducement in commanding the services of her sons, the 
talent of the Nation, than the patriotic sense of duty inspired by 
the love of her institutions, and devotions to her interests. 

The scramble for office is such, that the more sensible, and re- 
flecting man, becoming disgusted with the chicanery, and juggling 
of political tricksters, refrains from participating in the arena of 
politics; and hence the ship of state, is left to be guided by the 
reckless adventurer, from whose self sordid, and ambitious views, 
emanate his political economy, and circumscribe his country’s glo- 
ry, by bartering her freedom, and her excellence, for individual 
aggrandizement and party interest. Hence the sound dissension, 
secession, and disunion, which but a few years ago, no man dared 
to utter aloud, have now become topics of general conversation; 
and statesmen in the halls of Congress coolly and deliberately 


~ hold forth the merits, and demerits of measures, which shall rive 


asunder the federal compact and destroy the bond of Union, the 
ever glorious Constitution; that honored, sacred, and invaluable 
bequest of patriotic fathers. Hence also the fanatical bigot with 
the spirit of northern supremacy, seeks to enwrap in sacrilegious 
flame, the altar of his country’s liberties, offering an unholy sacri- 
fice, which, arising in encircling wreaths of dark and turbid col- 
umns, emitting in fitful glare the burning lava, betokens *ere while 
her consummation. l 
Happily this ‘‘zeal without knowledge,” may evaporate, like the 
exhalations of the morning. beneath the influence of the rising 
Sun, The compromise measures of the last Congress have abated 
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the storm, and thus far, seem sufficient to guarantee safety, and: 
repose; but not until the subject of servitude and the relation ex- 
isting between master and servant shall be understood and acted 
upon, and carried out by all parties on a righteous principle, may 
we expect quiet in our Nation's councils. When southern states- 
rien shall learn that Afric’s sons and daughters arë not goods and 
chattels. and will attach unto them, that humanity and moral ac- 
eountability to which theyeare entitled, and cease to appropriate 
to an inordinate cupidity, the souls of men; and northern fanaticism 
learn to know that ‘‘Caanan”’ shall be servant of servants unto his 
brethren; and that there is but little merit, in subverting the de- 
crees of Providence, or substituting their own kindred spirit and 
flesh, to perform the offices allotted by superior wisdom to the de- 
.scendants of Cain. If they wish to do them a kindness, and are 
actuated by the “higher law principle,” let them purchase them into 
FREEDOM, and place them in their own household, where they can 
partake of their kindness, wisdom, and intelligence, and also par- 
ticipate in the sympathies of their “Se: disani” friends, thereby 
obviating the necessity of white servants, who should tread the 
theatre of hfe and action, in a higher sphere: also obviating that. 
bitter hatred, which the constant agitation of the subject of slavery 
in Congress, engenders in the bosoms of those, who should, (being 
of acommon brotherhood, ) dwell together in unity. Happily for 
Utah, this question has been wisely left open for the decision of 
her citizens, and the law of the Jast session, so far proves a very 
salutary measure, as it has nearly freed the Territory of the colored 
population; also enabling the people to control, all who see proper 
to remain, and cast their lot among us. 

The Secretary Mr. Ferris, and the Hon. Judge Shaver, have re- 
cently arrived, and each seem willing and anxious to discharge the 
duties of their calling. irrespective of an inadequate remuneration 
which barely meets their expenses, without any compensation for 
services. While Congress has lavished her millions upon Califor- 
nia, doubling the salaries of all her officers, and men in public ser- 
vice; and her hundreds of thousands upon the other Territories; 
Utah is lef without a solitary appropriation. In Utah. we find 
those brave patriots and hardy sons of Freedom, who, during their 
flight from the land of oppression, responded to their country’s 
call, and terming a Battalion of over five hundred men, led the 
way into Mexico’s most distant provinces; and under the gallant 
General Kearney, retained their possession uito the General Gov- 
ernment, until her rights were secured by the treaty of Guada- 
loupe Hidalgo; and bemg discharged in Lower California, over 
two thousand miles from their families and friends, without means 
to fit out, or defray the expense of transportation back to the then 
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uncertain location of the moving camps, which, when they left a 
year and a halif, or two years previous, contained all they posses- 
sed, or held dear upon the earth; they were compelled to seek such 
employment as the country guen afforded, to enable them to rejoin 
their families. 

It was during this sojourn in California, while working their 
way through the country, seeking employment in the settlements 
few and far between, that they discovered the gold mines of Cali- 
fornia. 

This enabled them soon to replenish their empty purses, and 
prepared them for their homeward ‘trip, which, under other cir- 
eumstances they might have been years in accomplishing. Thus 
was opened up thai flood of treasure, which has already caused 
many a heart to ache in the prolonged absence of dearest friends, 
too many of whom, alas! fill a stranger’s grave; or peradventure 
have left their bones to bleach upon the interminable plains. Al- 
ihough at the present time, probably a transient population of 
200,000 people inhabit California; at that time, she possessed of 
permanent citizens, in the ratio of, as three to five to this now 
Territory of Utah, then Deseret; still is gold, the soul of her 
operations. She imports her flour, beef, and other supplies; 
having neither cultivated the earth for her sustenance, nor con- 
structed mills or machinery to manufacture her necessary supplies. 
Gold! Gold!! is stil] her cry, and though she may annually pro- 
duce her $100,000,000, and receive trom the General Government 
the requisite facilities in appropriations for every necessary pub- 
lic improvement, also defraying her expenses in the Indian depart- 
ment, amounting in all, to nearly four millions of dollars, she yet 

iwelters under a very heavy indebtedness: while Utah produces 
none of the precious metal, and receives comparatively nothing 
from the General Government, still she has her mills, and manu- 
factories, her roads, and her bridges, raising her own bread and 
beef, besides, exporting considerable quantities: preserves peace- 
ful relations with the Indians, at her own expense; and still is free 
from debt. As with the Government, so with the people, scarce- 
ly an instance can I call to mind, of an individual who has left his 
home to seek the glittering ore, but has declined in point of wealth, 
while those who have remained, have increased in substance, and. 
in comforts, besides securing unto themselves a location and im- 
provements, which the impatient and greedy seeker after gold, 
finds himself unable either to purchase or secure: thus demonstrat- 
ing to the understanding of every observer, that labor, rightly di- 
rected, in producing from the native element, the indispensable 
supplies, as well as luxuries to the inhabitants of the earth, be- 
comes the operating agent, the capital stock, the only true source 
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‘of wealth to the nation, contentment, comfort, peace, and happi 
ness to the people. 

It is gratifying to behold in the people of the Territory, an inż 
flexible determination to progress in public-enterprize and improve 
ments; notwithstanding the neglect of Congress, in affording them 
those facilities always accorded to other Territories. It will not 
prove detrimental to the energies, ‘the enterprize, and the general 
well being of the community, to be thus thrown upon their own re- 
sources, and compelled to progress through poverty in funds, by 
their united labor, and untiring exertions (which in reality consti- 
tute true wealth, ) to‘that station in society, which knowing no 
friends, fears no enemies. To Congress, it is poor policy, and a 


burning disgrace: To Utah, a present blessing, and a future bene- 
. fit, which their hoarded coffers can never equal. 


Then let us struggle on, and being taught in the school of ad- 
versity, we shall be the better prepared to appreciate, and enjoy 
anticipatory blessings, which will be sought, and surely obtained, 
through self-exertion, and the rightly directed industry, and en- 
terprize of the people. 

We have peace in our sequestered vales: let us be mindful of the 
source from whence it emanates. We have sufficient supplies of 
food and raiment; let us be thankful to that Omnipresent Brine, 
whose tender mercies are over all his works. So shall the true 
principles of self-government be taught, and carried out in the 
school of experience, and the children of men be again admonished 
that true liberty and freedom, consists in having the privilege of 
doing right; and true greatness and wisdom, in attending to the 
duties which pertain to their temporal and eternal welfare. 

To you Gentlémen, Legislators, I appeal in behalf of the people, 
for those wise and wholesome regulations, which shalisecure a peace- 
ful, just,and prosperous government, which, extending unto all peo- 
ple, the privileges and blessings of free institutions, shall welcome 
the weary traveler, and bid the oppressed of all nations, to come 
and inhabit where the wide spread vale, the darkling kanyon, and 
the towering peak, all proclaim “these are the Halls of Liberty.” 
Let the sons of freedom keep vigilance in her courts. Thus shall 
Utah, panoplied in the strength of a free Government, arise stead- 


_ ily, but surely, being guided in wisdom, in the principles of self- 


reliance, self-exertion, prudence, and economy, to occupy her sta- 
tion among the nations of the earth, and her sons and daughters, 
have the proud reflection of having secured to themselves and 
their posterity, the blessings of a free, sovereign, and independent 


State.
